Staff  Notes 

At  the  Ontario  Classical  Association’s  meeting  on  October  10,  papers  were 
delivered  by  Professor  M.  D.  C.  Tait  on  “Plato’s  Imagery”,  and  by  Professor  W.  P. 
Wallace  on  “The  Athenian  Dole.” 

In  a special  broadcast  to  Italy  over  the  C.B.C.,  Professor  Emilio  Goggio  spoke 
on  “One  Hundred  Years  of  Italian  Studies  in  the  University  of  Toronto”  and  Mr. 
J.  A.  Molinaro  commented  on  Italian  social  activities  among  our  students. 

K.  L.  Levy  attended  the  Sixth  Congress  of  the  Institute  Intemacional  de 
Literatura  Iberoamericana  in  Mexico  City  and  Guadalajara,  Jalisco,  from  August 
31  to  September  5,  and  read  a paper  on  “Tomas  Carrasquilla  y la  religion.” 

Professor  E.  L.  Fackenheim  read  a paper  on  “Schelling’s  Philosophy  of  the 
Literary  Arts”  at  the  English  Institute  meeting  held  at  Columbia  University, 
September  9-12.

Professor  Ketchum  addressed  the  biennial  convention  of 
the  Canadian  Federation  of  Music  Teachers’  Associations  at  the  Royal  York  Hotel  on 
July  6 on  teacher-pupil  relations. 

Professor  William  Line  was,  for  the  second  year,  appointed  honorary  president 
of  the  Canadian  Psychological  Association  at  their  annual  meeting.  Professor  Line 
spent  six  weeks  in  Bangkok,  Thailand,  this  summer,  on  a UNESCO  project  aimed  at 
developing  a Research  and  Training  Centre  in  Psychology  at  their  University.  Six 
Thailand  students  are  spending  this  year  in  post-graduate  study  at  the  Department 
of  Psychology  and  the  Institute  of  Child  Study,  as  Fellows  of  UNESCO. 

Professor  C.  R.  Myers  attended  the  Play  Therapy  Seminar  in  St.  Thomas, 
September  12-16. 

Professor  E.  A.  Bott,  C.  R.  Myers,  E.  W.  Bovard  Jr.,  H.  O.  Steer,  D.  C,  Williams 
and  A.  H.  Shephard  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Psychological 
Association  in  Cleveland,  September  4-10.
